About a dozen firemen were 
injured. Six were treated at Low­ 
er Bucks County Hospital and re­ 
leased. The others were treated 
on the scene by rescue squad 
workers and at Delaware Valley 
Hospital. 
Tho supermarket is some SM 
feet long and while no exact fig­ 
ure of damage could bt givin 
until an investigation is com­ 
pleted. it is believed damages 
might run into $250,000. 
About 350 volunteers from IS 
fire companies fought the blaze 
which started about 7 p.m. and 
raged fear more than an hour be­ 
fore it was temporarily brought 
under control. But flames broke 
out soon again when firemen were 
hampered by lack of water. There 
are no municipal fire hydrants 
ih that area. 
Firemen used tank trucks until 
the flames broke out again in the 
false ceiling of the market. 
Hoses Stretched Out 
Hundreds of feet cd hose were 
then connected to the water sys­ 
tem of the Bensalem School Dis­ 
trict. The battle to subdue the 
flames continued until shortly be­ 
fore midnight. 
Bucks County Fire Marshal 
Fred K. Hibbs said this morning 
that he would ask state police to 
assist in the investigation to de­ 
termine the cause of the blase. 
Hibbs said it would be some 
time before any estimate of dam­ 
age could be given since there 
was so much merchandise in the 
supermarket which would have to 
be checked. A major portion of 
the stock was destroyed by fire, 
smoke and water. 
Thick, black smoke billowing 
hundreds of feet in the air could 
be seen for miles and motorists 
clogged nearby highways as they 
came to view the spectacle.

Wilson, Macmillan 
Debate On Scandal 


LONDON (UPI)—Labor party 
leader Harold Wilson charged in 
the House of Commons today that 
the government’s sex and secu­ 
rity scandal had banded Russia 
"a triumphant success” in its ef­ 
forts to cast doubt on British se­ 
curity. 
Wilson, opening an unprecedent­ 
ed attack in Parliament on the 
government of Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan, said the Labor 
party had received information 
about the case that lifted ‘‘the lid 
off one corner of the underworld 
—vice. marijuana, blackmail and 
counterblackmail, violence, a n d 
petty crimes.” 
He 
accused 
Macmillan 
of 
“gambling 
with 
national 
se­ 
curity.” 
Adding up the moral issues, WU- 
son said: 
“There is something utterly 
nauseating about a system of so­ 
ciety which pays a harlot five 
times as much as it pays its 
prime minister.” 
The history-making debate on 
the scandal arose from the res­ 


ignation of War Minister John 
Profumo who admitted he lied to 
the House of Commons about 
sharing a mistress with a sus­ 
pected Russian intelligence agent. 
Soviet espionage in this country 
is not directed solely to the 
transmission of secrets.” Wilson 
said. “It is partly directed to the 
efforts they make in the United 
States to sow deep doubts about 
the efficiency of the British secu­ 
rity services. 
“Can anyone doubt that the So­ 
viet authorities have been handed 
a triumphant success, not least in 
the failure of the prime minister 
to take action.”

“In the relationship between 
man and religion, the state is 
committed to a position of neu­ 
trality." the long-awaited opinion 
concluded. 
Clark said this neutrality is 
“clearly and concisely stated in 
the words of the First Amend­ 
ment. 
The First Amendment says, 
Congress shall make no law re­ 
specting an establishment (rf re­ 
ligion or prohibiting the free ex­ 
ercize thereof.” Hie same prohi­ 
bition is applied to the states by 
the 14th Amendment under pre­ 
vious Supreme Court decisions. 
The court cited both amend­ 
ments last year in ruling out use 
in New York schools (rf a 22- 
word non • denominational state- 
written prayer. 
Hie Lord's Prayer case was 
brought by a Baltimore mother. 
Mrs. Madalyn E. Murray, and her 
son, William J. Murray IU, both 
atheists. They challenged a 1905 
rule of the board of school com­ 
missioners requiring reading the 
Bible and-or recitation of the 
Lord’s Prayer without comment 
every morning. 
The Maryland Court of Appeals 
upheld the practice on April 6, 
1962. by a 4 to 3 vote. 
The Pennsylvania case was ini­ 
tiated by a Unitarian couple, Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward L. Schempp, 
who have two children in Abing­ 
ton High School. A 1913 state law 
requires that IO verses of the 
Bible be read without comment 
at the opening of each school day

Prayer Stays, 
Boehm Say: 


HARRISBURG (UPI)-Pennsyl- 
vania’s top education official said 
today that “God and religion’’ will 
remain in the state schools de­ 
spite the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
decision outlawing Bible reading 
and 
recitation 
of 
the 
Lords 
Prayer in public schools. 
Dr. Charles H. Boehm, state 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, said in a statement issued 
after the nation's highest court 
handed down its ruling today that 
“it is imperative that we take 
positive steps.” 
“ I will recommend that the 
opening exercise in our schools 
begin with a period of silent medi­ 
tation, followed by inspirational 
music, art or literature,’’ Boehm 
said. “This opening period should 
accent our heritage, aspirations, 
great moments in history, beauty 
in all its forms, ethical and moral 
values. We are going to consult 
with scholars from the four ma­ 
jor religions and the curriculum.” 
Boehm said that in Pennsylva­ 
nia “we interpret this decision to 
mean the elimination of religious 
services and ritual—but God amil 
religion 
will 
remain 
in 
the 
schools.” 
State Atty. Gen. Walter E Al- 
cssandroni and other Justice De­ 
partment officials were not imme­ 
diately available for comment on 
the decision. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
case 
brought by Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Schempp of Roslyn who objected 
to the reading of IO verses of the 
Bible daily in the Abington Town­ 
ship school attended by 
their 
children. A 1013 state law re­ 
quires that the verses be read 
without comment at the beginning 
of every school day.

“For a compulsory state educa­ 
tional 
system so structures a 
child’s life that if religious exer­ 
cises arc held to be an impermis- 
sable activity in schools, religion 
is placed at an artificial and

Stewart continued: “Viewed in 
this light, permission of such ex­ 
ercises for those who want them 
is necessary if the schools are 
truly to be neutral in the matter 
of religion. And a refusal to per­ 
mit religious exercises thus is 
seen, not as the realization of state 
neutrality, but rather as the es­ 
tablishment of a religion of secu­ 
larism, or at the least, as gov­ 
ernment support of the beliefs of 
those who think that religious ex­ 
ercises should be conducted only 
in private.” 
In the New York decision, the 
court ruled 8-1 that the prayer 
written by state officials violated 
the First Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution which says “Congress 
shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion.” 
In arguments before the court 
in February on the Maryland and 
Pennsylvania 
cases. 
Baltimore 
City Solicitor Francis B. Burch 
agreed the New York prayer was 
unconstitutional because it was 
composed by state officials. 
But he said the Lord's Prayer 
or passages from the Bible were 
permissible because they were 
taken from “ancient documents." 
The readings in dispute are 
used in school home-rooms to 
open the school day. Mrs. Mur­ 
ray. who is rearing her son, Wil­ 
liam. as an atheist, contended the 
Lord's Prayer favors Christians 
over Jews and other non-Chris­ 
tians. and that the Bible is a sec­ 
tarian book.

Field Marshal 
Alanbrooke Dies 
LONDON (UPI) - Field Mar­ 
shal Viscount Alanbroke. Britain's 
wartime chief of the Imperial 
General Staff, died today. 
Alanbrooke — called “Brookie” 
by Sir Winston Churchill and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower — died just 
before joining Queen Elizabeth 
and Prince Philip in a special 
ceremony at Windsor. 
His family said the 79-year-old 
war hero died at 11:15 a.m. in 
his suburban home of “heart 
trouble.” 
“He has been suffering from 
cardiac deterioration for some 
little time.” his widow said at 
their Hartley Whitney home.
